THE CRIMINAL CLASS. 
How to deal with the criminal 
class 
is 
one of the most difficult 
problems which org anized society is 
ca lled upon to solve. 
Here in Sedalia we have the prob­ 
lem consta ntly before us. 
The city is loca ted at the cross­ 
ing of the roads lea ding east and 
west and north and south,a nd crim­ 
inals of all deg rees of depravity pass 
throug h on their annual pilg rimag e 
from city to city and from section 
to section. 
If 
permitted 
to 
roam at 
will 
throug h the residence portion of 
the city it may be a ccepted as a 
foreg one conclusion that the vilest 
crimes will be committed. 
Sca rcely a day passes but some 
citizen compla ins of the insolence 
of some tramp who visited his resi­ 
dence in his absence. 
La st Tuesda y two of these stran­ 
g ers 
were seen loitering for hours 
around the premises of a g entlema n 
who lives in Ea st Sedalia, and that 
nig ht a fiendish outrag e was perpe­ 
trated upon a defenseless g irl whom 
these 
tramps 
heard 
discussing a 
trip 
to 
her 
mother's house that 
would 
require her to be out after 
dark. 
This is one insta ncc'of the possi­ 
bilities for crime that fall in the 
way of these tramps. 
If permitted to take 
the run of 
the city at will, many opportunities 
for robbery or worse will be met 
with. 
There is no security outside of 
the strong arm of the law. 
The only protection ag ainst these 
crimes 
must come from the vig i­ 
la nce of the police. 
Arrang ements should be made so 
that every tramp will be under the 
eyes of the police from the tí me he 
arrives in Sedalia until he leaves, 
and the interim should be made as 
short as possible. 
If’ any overt act is committed the 
g uilty should be g iven a long sen­ 
tence at hard labor, and then be 
compelled to perform the la bor or 
live on bread and water. 
But who should arrest and punish 
these suspected criminals and va ­ 
g rants? 
Certainly the police force, 
which is employed and paid for such 
work. 
If such cases are taken to the 
justice courts there is loud com ­ 
pla int as to criminal costs, whereas 
they ca n be prosecuted in the police 
court at an insig nificant expense. 
But the public must be protected.

The D emocrat rea lizes tha t this 
is a difficult ta sk, but it is the work
